Owing to the storm of criticism raised by the English press following the 
suicide of Violet Sharpe, maid in the home of Mrs. DwJght W. Morrow, 
at Englewood, N. J., the British Government is requesting Washington 
to conduct an investigation into the charges that the girl was driven to her 
death by the brutality of New Jersey State police inquisitors. The Brit- 
ish press has been very bitter in its condemnation of "brutal American 
police methods," but the facts do not support any such charges. 
Gov- 


ernor Harry Moore of New Jersey, who has kept in close touch with the 
Lindbergh case, has investigated the allegations of third degree cruelty 
that have been leveled against Colonel Norman Schwarzkopf, head of the 
State Police, and his colleagues and declared that he found no basis for 
the charges. With every sympathy for the girl, who, though apparently 
innocent, committed suicide rather than face further questioning or 
longer endure the strain of suspicion, it ought to he made clear that her 
repeated interrogation was the result of the doubt she raised in the minds 
of the police by her evasive replies when first questioned on her where- 
abouts on the night of the crime. As for brutality, it is a matter of record 
that Miss Sharpe was treated with the utmost circumspection, out of con- 
sideration for Mrs. Morrow, who had reiterated her confidence in the 
girl's innocence on many occasions. Colonel Lindbergh himself wa* pres- 
ent once when she was questioned and it is unthinkable that he would 
Dermit anv of the rouzh stuff hvstericallv ascribed to the investigators.

A recent review of statistics

those of normal weight or over- 
weight, and shows that the death 
rate 
from 
tuberculosis 
among 


those markedly overweight is al- 
most negligible. 


Tuberculosis in women has in- 


creased within recent years. Per- 
haps this may be explained by the 
fad of careless reducing which has 
become so popular amongst wo- 
men. 
Many women know they are 


j underweight and take pride in it. 
I They omit important and nourish- 


ing foods from their diet for fear 
they may gain weight. 
The at- 


tempt to retain youthful slirnness 
by severe dieting is a dangerous 
practice and should never be en- 
couraged. 


Normal weight for the child is 


;--"-• important.' 
It is the most accu- 


rate index as to whether the child 
is making proper progress. 
The 


child of normal weight or over- 
weight is healthier than the under- 
weight child. 
Children who arc 


underweight have low resistance 
to infectious and con.stitutionsil dis-, 
eases, and show signs of mental as 
well as physical bMck'.vardness. 


In certain families there is a 


hereditary tendency toward lean- 
ness. These people are usually 
small and slender, or tall and thin, 
with a delicate bony structure. 
They are usually alert and active 
and are commonly described as be- 
ing "nervous" and "high strung." 
Thinness in such families can be 
easily corrected. 


To overcome underweight, it is 


necessary first to determine the 
cause. It may be hereditary, or due 
to improper food, anxiety, worry 
or a defiinite constitutional dis- 
turbance. 
Many cases are due 


merely to the lack of proper rest 
and recreation-. Frequently, too, 
underweight is caused by bverac- 
tivity of the thyroid gland. 


Persons who are underweight 


snould have at least ten to twelve 
hours of sleep at night, and when- 
ever possible, a. nap 
of 
fifteen 


minutes to a half hoar in the aft- 
ernoon. All digestive disturbances, 
such as "biliousness," indigestion, 
and constipation should be cor- 
rected. 
The 
home 
conditions 


should provide for proper rest, re- 
laxation and the necessary recre- 
ation. 


The diet must be nutritious, for 


it is impossible to gain weight 
without proper food. 
At least a 


quart of milk should be taken 
daily, also fresh fruits, vegetables, 
cream, cream soups and plenty of 
butter. 


If your appetite is poor and you 


find it difficult to gain weight, 
consult with your physician. 
A 


complete physical examination may 
reveal the underlying cause 
of 


your underweight, and you may 
need cod-liver oil, viosterol or a 
malt tonic. Please do not neglect 
underweight, for it may lead to 
serious complications.
